Bir Willlam Lawrence, Bart,, F'. IL. 8§,

The London Telegraph announces the death ol
this distluguished medical gentleman, at his
residenoce, Whitehall place, on the 5th instant.
The decessed was born at Cirencester, on the
16th of July, 1783, and had tbherefore attained
the great age of eighty-four years at the time of
his death, He recelved a preliminary edocation
ot & classical school pear Gloucester, and was
afterwards apprenticed to the celebrated Aber-
nethy, of London. Before thres years of his
apprenticeship had expired he was appoimted
Demonstrator of Anatomy at 8t. Bartholomew's
Hospital, vo decided was his zeal in anatomical
parsuits, He finished his professional educs.
tion, and became & member of the Royal
College of Surgeoms on the 6th of BSep-
tember, 1805, was appointed assistant sur-
geon te Bt. Bartholomew's Hospltal 1n
March. 1813, snd succeeded to one of the

principal surgeoncles in Muy, 1824, He had
previously been chogen one of the Professors ot
Anatomy snd Surgery to the College of Sur-
geons, und delivered the lectures thers for four
years, For several years Mr. Lawrence lec-
tured on Sorgery &t different medical schools,
his celebrated lecturcs on tne Physiology,
Zoology, and Nuetural History of Man giving
rlse to the charge of matenallsm, as well as
being the subject of severe coriticism., The
Giovernors of the Royal Ho«sﬁltais of Bethlehom
and Bridewell requested the aathor either to
resign his appointment as Surgeon of those
josiitotions or to retract hle convietions. In
compliance with this demand he wrote s long
letier, expressing regret at bhaving given atter-
aunce to the pernicious dootrines contslned in
the lectures, the poblished copies of which he
pfterwarids sold to & London publisher for ex-
portation 10 this conntry, In 1896 the deoensed
made himpelf consplcuous in his opposition to
the Cousecil of the Royal College of Sur.
peoms, although two  years sibsequent
he beoame & member of the same Counoil,
having been electad to fill a vacauey oconsionad
by the dexth of Bir P. MeGregor, and in 1840
was promoted to o seat in the Court of Exami.
ners.  Sir Willism Lawrence, wio was a mem-
ber of many learned and sclentific societies both
at home snd sbroad, had obtained the highest
bouors which cun tall to the lot of s surgeon.
Ip addition to those already mentioned, he had
been twice elected a President of the Royal
College of Surgeons, viz,, in 1846 and sgain in
18565, On the passing of the Medlesl aot and the
jpatitotion of & Conncll of Medical Education
pud Regustration, Sir Willism was nominated by
the Crown & member of thut body. He was the
sepior sergeant-surgeéon of the Queen, and only
a [ew months since was erented o baronet, By
his decease there 14 & vacancy in the Councll ot
the College of Burgeons, Tho deceased Baronet
leaves & son, who Is u member of the College of
surgeons and medical ofiicer in the Queen’s In-
